the gratitude of all men who love peace, good order and fair play.” 





AMERICAN DIPLOMACY IN CHINA. 


THE WISDOM of President McKinley in dealing with the Chinese ques- 

tion is pointed out by Honorable George D. Meiklejohn of the war 
department in a statement recently given to the press. To have held the 
Chinese government to a strict and immediate account for its non-sup- 
pression of the boxer movement, says Mr. Meiklejohn, would undoubtedly 
have precipitated a general war between the foreign powers whose inter- 
ests were imperiled in China and the feeble government which has been 
unable to suppress the insurrection. Such a war would have led inevitably 
to the conquest of China by a number of foreign powers, a result fatal to 
the policy of the “open door” of trade and commerce, for it would have 
subdivided the Chinese empire not only into spheres of foreign influence, 
but of actual occupation and possession, each encompassed by a barrier 
of discrimination or exclusion erected against the importation of American 
products. This

co-operation of 
the other pow- 
ers, of the be- 
sieged legations 
and in saving the 
lives and secur- 
a y's \ ing the rescue 
of other Amer- 
icans through- 
out the empire. 
Thus Secretary 
Hay placed faith 
in the declara- 
tion that the le- 
gations had not 
een destroyed, 
when to have 
disbelieved 
would probably 
have led to their destruction; and to-day there is saved to further re- 
habilitation through a central Chinese government the thousands whose 
lives and destiny are further imperiled. When it was proposed by the 
German emperor to humiliate China by an unprecedented demand for the 
surrender of persons for punishment without trial and upon mere designa- 
tion by the foreign powers, a demand which would have awakened hostility 
and prevented the return of the imperial government to Peking, President 
McKinley saw and indicated a better way. Inviting the return of the 
emperor and his court to the seat of government, he pointed out that the 
punishment of those responsible for the outrages committed was a proper 
function of the Chinese government itself, whose authority and very exist- 
ence were threatened by a demand impossible of execution without actual 
war. As a fruit of this policy of continuous effort to point out to the Chi- 
nese government the necessity of its own self rehabilitation, decisive steps 
have been taken by that government toward the punishment of the princi- 
pal offenders. In other words, the reconstitution of the im- 
perial authority from within, or the declaration and prosecu- 
tion of war from without, was inevitable. The president saw 
that neither of these two courses would have met the ap- 
proval of the American people, who, on the one hand, have no ¥ 
disposition to sacrifice their treaty rights and the present and 
future interests of their fellow-citizens in China; and who, on 
the other hand, have no purpose of entering upon a career of 
conquest upon Chinese soil,
